Contributions submitted for publication should be typewritten in double spacing with 
wide margins, on one side of the sheet only, on non-glossy quarto or DIN A4 paper 
and should not exceed about 8000 words, or 16 printed pages, including footnotes. 
For each printed page in excess of this there will be a charge of DA. 50,— payable on 
receipt of invoice. Where possible, footnotes should be avoided, but if extended refer- 
ences must be made, they will be printed at the end of the article. Shorter references to 
books, articles and periodicals, and words that by way of example or for any other 
reason are meant to be of special importance are italicised (indicated in ms. by under- 
lining the word). Words which must carry special emphasis are spaced (indicated in 
ms. by a dotted line under the word). For other references The MLA Style Sheet is 
generally followed. All works cited should be listed, with full bibliographical details, 
at the end of the article. Phonetic transcriptions should make use of the International 
Phonetic Alphabet (IPA), and should be no “narrower” than is necessary. As far as 
other stylistic points are concerned, contributors should be guided by recent issues of 
Neophilologus. The Editors reserve the right to emend the phrasing and punctuation 
of any article or review accepted for publication, should it be deemed necessary. UNTIDY 
OR ILLEGIBLE MSS. WILL NOT BE CONSIDERED AND ARTICLES NOT ACCOMPANIED BY INTER- 
NATIONAL REPLY COUPONS WILL NOT NORMALLY BE RETURNED.
